Prom the best information obtainblc 
there is 
in

region of Central 
T exas especially in the Brazos val­ 
ley and all cotton contiguous thereto, 
as heavy an infeetation of boll weevil 
as was ever known in the State. This 
statem ent is made as the result of 
information coming to 
the college 
from correspondents and is confirmed 
by a personal inspection made in a I 
forty-mile automobile trip by Director I 
Ousley of the extension service. State 
Agent Proctor of the farm demonstra­ 
tion work, Entomologist Paddock of 
the experiment station and County 
Demonstration Agent Buchanan. 
In the entire area visited not a 
bloom was observed, and not one 
square in twenty had escaped punc­ 
ture. 
The boll weevil seemed to be 
actually sitting on the limbs waiting 
for the embryo squares to develop. 
In addition to the damage done by 
the storm on August 1.6 and 17 the 
Tains following were very hurtful to 
the cotton plant, and with the boll 
weevil now so numerous all hope of
